Khomeini lold his first news 
conference since returning to 
Iran on Thursday that he would 
name his provisional govern- 
ment “very >oun“ and again 
called on Bakhtiar to resign. 

Asked whether he would re- 
sort it> holt war if Bakhtiar 
ignored his call, the 78-year 
old rdigjous leader of the 
Iranian revolution said: 

“We will try to solve the

Tt 
is from “Mother of the Des- 
titute.". and it describes the 
“descending of the last steps 
of the ladder of life" by the

His face told of none 
of the various upheavals he 
had been through or the buf- 
feting he bad had in his innu- 
merable occupations. Such 
people take life as it comes; 
each day has its individual 
de&ny, each day passes and 
dies — like them — without 
legacy. They enter life's arena 
with -their sensitivity already 
dead. Has it died from, igno- 
rance or stupidity or from, con- 
tentment and acceptance? 
Their eyes do not even blink 
at the abuse showered down 
at them. Yet you. must not be 
too hasty in judging in case 
you should be unfa ir. Had you

DHAHAAN — For Dr. 
Edwin <McK.ee, sand — and the 
way wind “Hows it back again" 
— is the focus of an intensive 
and absorbing study. 

The subject on which 'Dr. 
McKee lectured recently at the 
Aramco Oil Exhibit Theater- 
sand dune behavior — has 
concerned him for two decades. 

The topic is far from dry as 
dust: Dune behavior is com* 
pi ex. and its systematic inves- 
tigation began only recently. 
Reginald Bagnold, a physicist , 
working for the British Army , 
during World War II, was one 
of the first to explore the sub- 
ject. His book, “The Physics of 
Blown Sand," broke virgin 
ground when it appeared. Bag' 
ncld has been credited with 
turning back rhe German gene* 
rai Rommel by developing de- 
sert routes which British vehi- 
cles could safely use. The Af" 
rika Corps, unlike Bagnold, 
failed to appreciate the diffe' 
rence between the treacherous

“Mother of the Destitute" 
is a good example of the ref- 
lective quality of many of the 
stories in the colection. There 
seems to be mare than a meed 
of sadness, pessimism and dis- 
illusionment in the observa- 
tions of life of most of the 
writers. Maybe this is a true 
reflection of the Arab perso- 
nality, .although one suspects 
i: is more true of a particu- 
larly sensitive group of people 
writing in an acutely socially 
conscious way.

One does not find the ro- 
bust merriment whioh comes 
from the world of “Punch" 
and the “New Yorker.*’ Bui 
then, jt oould be argued, Arabs 
in the contemporary world 
have a lot less to laugh about.

This program in- 
volved reconstructing the his- 
tory of earth, geological period 
by period, in a series erf atlases. 

McKee, vi4k> graduated from, 
Cornell University in 1928, had 
worked as chief naturalist at 
the Grand Canyon in Arizona, 
a post he held for 1 1 yeans. Al- 
though he has lived most of 
his life in Arizona and Colo- 
rado, the man has traveled to 
Libya and Namibia as wed as 
to Brazil. In ah these coun- 
tries, he has pursued his re- 
search on sand dunes. 

Professor McKee's ,experien- 
ce with Saudi Arabia djttes 
back to the mid 1960s when 
he was invited to study dune 
structure, texture, and move- 
ment near ZaUim. a town which 


ties about half way between 
Jeddah and Riyadh. Here he 
recorded the structure of a star 
dune, so named because of its 
shape. In work assisted by the 
Saudi government. McKee first 
moistened, then dug trenches 
into a dune. The question of 
what he found was more easily- 
asked than answered. Stated 
crudely and oversimply. lie 
found that the layering of sand 
indicates the various directions 
the wind has been blowing. 

Wind direction and the be- 
havior of dunes are intimately 
related, in Zatiim. the wind 
comes principally from three 
directions, and this variety 
makes possible the star pattern 
of the dune. “Stef* (sword) 
dunes, which lie in parallel 
rows, form in the presence of 
two perpendicular wind direc- 
tions. McKee brat studied these 
in Libya where he employed 
a technique known as peeling: 
Liquid rubber is painted onto 
cheesecloth suspended over Che 
sand. The rubber penetrates the 
cloth, and upon drying, reveals 
the strata of the dune. 

How fast do dunes move? 

That depends, of course, on 
several factors, but McKee has 
measured movement of dunes 


in White Sands, New Mexico, 
of 18 to 25 meters a year 
Downwind dunes move much 
less rapidly. The shape of 
dunes in regions where wind 
comes mainly from one direc- 
tion changes as one moves 
downwind: First one encoun- 
ters what are known as “dome" 
dunes, then “transverse “bar- 
chan", and finally “parabolic” 
dunes. The latter are formed 
principally by the retaining 
powers of plant roots The 
geological classification of 
dunes is based on their shape, 
but their study ranges over as 
pects as disparate as text me 
and stabilization. 

Stabilizing the movement ol 
dunes is of paramount impor- 
tance in regions like the Sahel 
in North Africa and the Rajas- 
than of India, where the spread 
of sand jeopardizes indigent ns 
agriculture. Techniques used iu 
halt tile swallowing-up of 
valuable farmland include 
planting — which has achiev- 
ed a measure of success in 
North Africa — and building 
drift fences. McKee hopes to 
experiment with the fence 
methods in Saudi Arabia. 
Another technique seems par- 
ticularly appropriate in the 


Kingdom, that of spreading oil 
on the dunes. Experiments may 
be carried out here with this 
technique as wdJ. 

Edwin McKee, who still 
works for the 1) S Geological 
Survey, is presently in Saudi 
Arabia as a consultant to the 
new Research Center of the 
University of Petroleum and 
Minerals. He is collaborating 
with ihe Center's fledgling sand 
s*udy program, winch has em- 
barked on a senes of experi- 
ments to probe ihe structure, 
texture, and .stabilization prob- 
lems of dupes 

Dr McKee, who is u great 
believer in field work, spoke 
glowingly of new wind mea- 
surement devices developed by 
Dr. Stephen Fryberger of the 
Research Center. These were 
tested recently in the Great 
Sand Dunes of Colorado and 
will soon be deployed in dune 
studv in Saudi Arabia.

Sky lab scare 

Chicken Little Associates opens shop

WASHINGTON — A con-, 
suiting service, “Chicken Little 
Associates." opened business 
here last month. Its purpose? 
To alarm clients into dunking 
about what could happen 
when Skvtab falls from orbit 
in the next 18 months. 

“Nothing this big has ever 
broken up in the atmosphere 
before in the 20-somc-odd 
years things have been flying 
in space,” said Alex Fraser, 
one of two Washington com- 
puter expert* who are form- 
ing Chicken Little Associates. 
“We want to let people know 
what's going to happen when 
this big 8(Hon beast breaks 
up and falls back to Earth.” 
To hear Fraser and his col- 


league, Sam Greenlaw lcH it. 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration isn’t 

telling it like it is. The space 
agency has said most of the 
pieces of Skylab that survive 
the heal of friction from the 
atmosphere “may be floating 
like leav -s’* by the time they 

strike Earth, a simile that 

doesn't impress Fraser and 

Greenlaw with its precision . 

“The w-ay we figure it, the 
largest Skylab chunks may 

strike the Earth at 2,000 feet 
per second,” Greenlaw said. 
“That’s not much slower than 
the velocity of a rifle bullet 
when it leaves the barrel.” 

Three things about Skylab 
worry Fraser and Greenlaw: 
Its 3 .000- pound lead safe that 
protected film from ooonic 


ray damage, its 20,000- pound 
airlock and its thousands of 
solar cells that could shower 
the earth with glass when they 
break up in the atmosphere. 

“I can’t think of anything 
they could have put up,” 
Greenlaw said, “that could do 
more damage when it falls to 
Earth than that lead safe." 

The space agency says the 
chances of anybody’s gening 
h : t by i piece of Skylab are 
as remote as they'd be getting 
hit by a meteorite. Again, 
Fraser and Greenlaw don’t 
like the comparison. 

“That comparison was made 
for people living anywhere on 
Earth,” Fraser said. “But for 
the people who five right un- 
der Skylab when it breaks up 
the chances are about 16 


nvllicn times greater, about 
one in 150 to be precise.” 

Of course, there's an excel- 
lent chince that Skylab will 
break up over one of the 
world’s oceans and do no da- 
mage to anybody or any- 
thing But Fraser and Green- 
law don't like those chances 
either, which is why they think 
their computerized service es- 
timating Skylab viewing, arri- 
val and breakup times for 
media and municipalities 
everywhere will sell briskly. 

“When this thing starts 
breaking up, it’s going to light 
up the sky" Greenlaw said. 
“Every police department in 
its flight path will get a 
phone call. They can't afford 
to be without our service." —

The Blues have run dry

CHICAGO — The Blues 
envelopes this spravding city 
like a dense, suspended doud. 
In almost every neigbboriwod, 
the South Side, West Side and 
North Side, the wailing cry 
and moaning Lament of the 
Blues is shouted in slickly de- 
corated lounges and dimly lit 
bars. 

For more than half a cen- 
tury Chicago has been the 
Blues capital, the city where' 
hun dreds of thousands of 
Afro-Americans have migra- 
ted from Mississippi, Louisia- 
na, Tennessee and Arkansas 
ova the last two generations 
in search of jobs in the steel 
mills and stockyards. And in 
this great migration came 
thousands of Blues singers who 
wanted to test their mettle 
against the best 

Emi nent performers such as 
Muddy Waters, Sunny land 
Slim, Little Brother Montgo- 
mery, Jr. Weils, Buddy Guy 
and James Cotton stiM live 
here. But most can't afford to 
work here. The wages are too 
low. 

JOs a case of supply and 
demand. This city has more 
Blues dubs and performers 
per square foot than any other 
place — and not enough peo- 
ple to listen. 

Times have not always been 
tight. A decade ago, the Blues 
revival was in fuH swing. 
Bluesmen from both city and 
country were lionized and pla- 
yed to huge audiences in night- 
duhs and at outdoor festivals. 
British groups like the Beatles 
and Rotting Stones drew di- 
rectly upon the Blues for ma- 
terial and added the azure and 
leal shades of the Blues to pop 
music. White Americans like 
the Paul Buftexfiefci Blues Band 
and Mike Bloomfield Group 
dipped deeply into the Blues 
bag. 

But the good times dried up. 
Pint, it was Soul that was 
big Now it’s disco. And many 
Btaesmen, resexnul of their 
pKgUt, aren't working. 

Still, on Friday and Satur- 
day niglbfes the dubs here are 
crowded with people out for 
a nigjbt on the town — people 
wfeo’ve Chosen the Blues over 
a movie, conceit or play. 

At Buddy Guy’s Checker- 
board Lounge on the South 
Side recently, the atmosphere 
cradded with jangling guitar 
and piercing harmonica 
sounds. The audience was a 
swirling mixture of middle- 
aged, blue collar blacks, white 
urban graduate students and 
ytung professors from the 
nearby University .of Chicago, 
callow under graduates affect- 
ing the look of poverty, and 
hip professionals. 

A man in a gray tweed jac- 
ket, rimless spectacles, and 
'bSond hair parted down The 
middle sftaps the backs of se- 
veral blade men. They all 
know each other. Soon, I’ke 
many others, be goes out and 
returns with an order of bar- 
becue from one of the many 
bfcfcory smoke pits on the 
avenue. 

"Yeah, we get a lot of dif- 
ferent people in here,” .ays 
Guy, who's owned the place 
for six years. "Sometimes we 
gef visitors from places lie 
Tokyo or Paris. They just 
want to say they’ve beat here 
eg Chicago and beard the real 
thing." 

At about that time, a re- 
presentative of "the real* 
thing," Jr. Wefts, a dynamo of 
a hanmnica player and Bftues 
shooter, steps on toe banstand, 
joining toe group led by Phil 
Guy, ^Buddy’s brother. H is 
high crowned beaver hat gives 
him the look of Little Lord 


Fauntleroy. 

' As if enacting a ritual, Wells, 
44, mettodicafly unrolls a 
swaih of denim doth with 
pockets for his array of va- 
rious-sized harmonicas. He se- 
lects one and the group eases 
into a slow, grinding Bhies, 
Wells moans: 

“'Hey, Baby, I'm going to 
wilt my love to you — every- 
thing's going to be all right 
— I ain’t never gonna let yon 
GO" 

He throws his head back on 
the last line, pokes out his 
lips and makes a "woof, woof, 
wo of’ sound like a playful pup- 
py The audience screams for 
more, So Wells delivers "Come 
on in this House.” 

The harmonica man leaves 
almost immediately for. The- 
resa's a prominent bar farther 
south, where he works full 
■time. He stops by the Chec- 
kerboard frequently to see his 
pal. Buddy — they used to 
perform together — and sit in- 

Not as famous as B.B. King 
or Bobby Bland, Wells has 
nonetheless shaped his own 
personal style and created a 
loyal following in his 33 years 

of performing. 

“The white kids say Tm go- 
ing commercial," he smiles, 
a gold cap on a front 
tooth. “I say there's no limi- 
tation to the Blues. I just 
want to express my feelings 
through my music. It’s a scuf- 
fle out here. The Blues aren't 
popular as they were back in 
ihc_’60.” 

A decade ago, Weils and 
Guy led a band (bat attracted 
tens aH over the country. 
They toured Europe and had 
some listeners in Japan. 

It was toe height of the 
Bhies boom. Urban white 
students at universities in Mi- 
chigan, Wisconsin, New York 
and Oahfornia produced Blues 
festivals featuring many back- 
woods Btuesmen, some of who 
hadn’t been heard from in 
years. 

But times have changed. 
Like an ebbing tide, the Blues 
receded to the Afro-American 
sections of Chicago, Detroit, 
Houston, New Orleans and 
other industrial cities with 
large black populations. The 
Blues aren’t heard very nvu-.h 
on radio or at festivals these 
days. 

"Chicago has gone dry,” 
says Wdfc. '-“There’re so many 
musician* out of work. I put 
some of it on the Macks. They 
Should support their own mu- 
sicians. Most of the people 
who come to bear us at the 
festivals and the dubs are 
white.” 


His is a common complaint 
— tint blacks play the Blues, 
bW whites support it. No one 
has made a formal study of 
this trend, but there is no dis- 
puting it. Many young Macks 
see the Blues as a painful re- 
minder of a servile past; 
othere say the spirit of the 
Blues, rural in tone and in- 
trospcctive in outlook, doesn’t 
reflect the feelings of contem- 
porary Macks. 

But no pat explanation fits. 
Even as Jr. Welts stood taBring 
in Theresa's, his home base 
for 22 years, the Saturday night 
crowd was largely black, peo- 
ple in their 30s and 40s who’d 
put on their stepping-out clo- 
thes and were having a good 
time doing the boogie and the 
grind. 

Theresa Needham, owner of 
the dtub, says her business has 
remained steady because most 
of her custom ere are older. 
“But it's a different thing with 
those dubs that depend on the 
youngsters," she says. 

Guy, a first-rate guitarist 
and singer who performs fre- 
quently at his dub, says, “I’ve 


been able to keep my head 
above water. Willie Dixon told 
me (he other day that even 
(bough the dub isn’t doing a 
nriUion, at least it’s known in 
Tokyo. And it's giving some 
worts to some musicians. 

“In the '60s our music did 
well with the white market. 
But then dubs started dos ; ng 
all over Chicago, especially 
after the rials, Lots of dubs 
were burned. That’s one rea- 
son why J opened toss place 
— so we’d aB have some pte- 
ce to work." 

Guy emphasizes that the 
Bines scene has beta hurt by 
the death of two Chicago re- 
cord companies. Chess and 
Veejay. 

"The other companies don't 
'bother with us," says Guy. 
“It’s like people who come in 
here. They might order the 
same drink for months. Then 
they'll switch to something 
else. People nowadays want to 
hear disco music on the ra- 
dio." 

Willie Dixon whose 1,000 
songs, including "Hoochie 
Coochie Man,” "Little Red 
Rooster" and “Seventh Son" 
make him one of the most pro- 
lific Hues songwriters, says. 
“Radio stations segregate the 
Blues. They want to keep black 
people ignorant of their past. 
And Made people don’t com- 
municate enough with each 
other. Unit's why we don’t get 
along as well as we should.” 

IMxon, 63, has started wri- 
ting songs that make social 
commentary. He just produc- 
ed an album with a cover 
showing the world as an egg 
being hatched by a Caucasian 
dove ensnaried by a snake. 

The dove tries to keep 
peace, but the snake won’t let 
it,’ says Dixon with a soft 
smile. "Whites create cars, but 
care cause pollution. 

The Bhies was made for 
us to communicate with each 
other. The Blues is a beautiful 
feeling. I like the Blues be- 
cause I grew up wito it. And 
other people like it — I just 
came back from playing a 
Hues festival in Mexico City." 

The imposing Dixon is one 
of the fortunate. The royalties 
from his songs hefr> 4 support 
him and his family. He also 
operates a workshop on 'the 
West Side. Musicians come 
fay on Saturday afternoon to 
exchange information and play 
with each other: 

Jim O'Neal, editor of “Living 
Blues”, a m aga z i n e published 
here, points ottf that most 
Bluesmen have to work day 
jobs in order to earn a living. 
Flaying music at night is ne- 
cessary for their emotional 
weft-being but useless for bu-, 
ying groceries* 

Bluesmen have known dry 
spdfo before and they’ve al- 
ways managed to hold out un- 
til times got better. They nur- 
tured and refined their ait du- 
ring toe Depression years of 
the 1930s, when most people 
were trying to forget (he Blues. 
They also kept cod in the 
1930s while witnessing the di- 
lution of their art by popular 
musicians playing rhythm and 
Bines. 

However, Bluesmen may be 
facing their most formidable 
challenge. The Blues is more 
probably a music of the past 
— of a time when America 
was dominated by «nnp town 
and term life, slow-moving 
camnranisations and easy-go- 
ing lifestyles. B.B. King and 
Bobby Bland may smooth over 
the rough edges of (bear 
music by singing more ballads 
than Blues and adding string 
ensembles to their background, 
but they s£3l don’t attract the 
large audiences of blacks com- 
manded by Earth, Wind and 
Fire or the O’Jays.

Drug companies in the Third World

GENEVA — A resolution 
was passed by the executive 
-board meeting -of the World 
Health Organization (WHOJ 
here last month welcoming col- 
laboration between WHO and 
drug companies aver toe con- 
troversial question of drug sales 
in toe Third World.

ODESSA, Texas — The vast and barren west Texas plains 
are the home of the jackrabbit, an unsung hero of the 
legendary Old West, whose fur and meat kept Indians and 
pioneers alive. - 

A three-meter statue of a jackrabbit stands in downtown 
Odessa, near the Chamber of Commerce office. On one side 
of tod statue is a legend about its role in the Old West, and 
on the other side is a recipe. 

The annual jackrabbit roping contest, which had been 
an event here for some time, was eliminated from the annual 
fair tms year. The official reason was that no rabbits wen 
available. But the actual reason, most sources say, was that 
the Humane Society of toe United States pressed city officials 
to eliminate the contest, In which jackrabbitj were lassoed 
alive Erom horses and often dragged to death, or stomped by 
the horses. 

The Humane Society has also been trying to end toe use 
of jack rabbits to train young greyhounds to race. For years, 
thousands of jackrabbits caught in this area were shipped 
around toe country to greyhound trainers. 

Until recently, hunting jackrabbite provided a gootTUviag 
for a number of persons here willing to spend all night cap. 
luring them. . 

Jack and Sue Smith, who spent a year or so. dcasg ft, 
consented to talk about it, only if their true names. wot cot 
used. 

The Smiths, working wito two illegal aliens from Mexico, 
have caught as many as several hundred rabbits in one night 
and shipped them out jn cardboard containers from toe nearby 
M-idland-Odessa Airport. 

Last year,' they said, they grossed about $73,000. 

But this year they are near bankruptcy because erf .pres- 
sure against jackrabbit hunting by toe Humane Society. 
Smi’h's father has had to give them financial help. 

It Is a similar story for most of toe jackrabbit shippers 
and hunters in toe Odessa area. 

The handful of veterinarians who issue the health certifi- 
cates needed to ship the animals out of state have become re- 
luctant to do so. 

In toe past, these vets seldom bothered even to look at 
toe rabbits or the boxes, some hunters say. 

Smith and his wife and their helpers would leave at dusk 
in their pickup trucks to hunt the rabRts on range land. The 
method is to shine spotlights into the rabbits* eyes and fehoot 
over their heads. Stunned by the light and noise, toe ansnals 
are immobilized, and are easy to capture in large nets. 

“It Isn't easy work, running around there in toe rattles- 
nake-infested prairie.” Sue Smith said. 

Her husband would drive for miles, holding a .22 rifle 
out the window of his truck and steering with one Jrnnd. A 
partner nding in toe back df toe truck would *toeiT net the 
stunned rabbits. 

“The name of the game is fresh rabbits,” Smith said. 
“They won’t iun if they're not fresh. And if they don’t run 
well, they don’t do the dog: any good.” 

The Smiths have now given up their business because 
they cannot afford to ship toe rabbit* by 'ruck. The local air 
port has refused the shipments and other airports are too far 
away. 

“It’s not worth it any more,” he said. “The Humane So- 
ciety, has killed our huslness.'It just got to be too much of a 
hassle.” Bui he added, “I don't understand what all the prob- 
lem is.

Teng cheers Texas rodeo 


^HOUSTON, Feb. 3 <AP) — 
Chinese Vice Premier Teng 
Hsiao -ping got back to serious 
business Saturday after a day 
ui fun and contrast that in- 
cluded a space shuttle, a wild 
west rodeo and a cowboy bat. 

Teng had breakfast with a 
group of about SO editors and 
publishers Saturday morning 
and prepared for a tour of the 
Hughes Tool Co. before leav- 
ing Houston for Seattle, the 
last stop of his American visit. 

The night before, fee vice 
premier watched with glee as 
cowboys tested wild horses 


and angry bulls. He was given 
a prize bull to take home. He 
applauded frequently through-

Teng toDd the editors and 
publishers Saturday that China 
is trying its best to help Cam- 
bodia resist Vietnamese agg- 
ressors. He said China's abili- 
ty to help was restricted by 
unspecified conditions, but he 
said the Cambodians were put- 
ting up a hard fight and de- 
served more effective support-

Colombo welcomes 
Morarji Desui visit 


COLOMBO. Fob. 3 <AP)- 
Indian Prime Minister Morarji 
Desni arrived Saturday to a 
warm welcome as a controversy 
developed on the attitude of 
Sri Lanka's two major opposi- 
tion parties to his visit. 

The daily newspaper. ‘Dina- 
kara,’ published by former 
Prime Minister Sfrimavu Ban* 
darana ike's Sri Lanka Freedom 
Party (SLFP), said in an edi- 
torial that the glo6s was wear 
ing thin on the Janata Party's 
election victory. Hie Indian 
people realized they had re- 
placed Mrs. Gandhi with a 
“first class reactionary.’' 

But in an official statement 
issued by the SLFP, the party 
said its parliamentarians, in- 
cluding Mrs. Banda ranaike and 
her son, Anura. will be attend- 
ing a special session of parlia- 
ment next Tuesdav when Desai 
w« deliver a formal address. 

The SLFP said that tins de- 
cision was influenced by respect 
for parliamentary traditions, 
die esteem with which the party 
parliament members held the 
Indian prime minister and the 
dose relations between the peo- 
ple of the two countries. 

Meanwhile, the country’s

Guyana court ends 
Jones’ son hearing

GEORGETOWN. Feb. 3 
(AP) — A preliminary hear- 
ing into murder charges against 
Peoples' Temple cultists Charles 
Beikman and Stephan Jones, 
son of cult leader Jim Jones, 
has ended. 

Magistrate Prem Persaud re- 
served until pext Tuesday a 
decision on whether the prose- 
cution had shown that the state 
bad enough evidence to bring 
the two men to trial in the 
deaths of Sharon Amos and 
ha three children last Nov. 18. 

The four were slashed to 
death at Temple headquarters 
here bouts after more than 900 
cultists died in a bizarre mur- 
der-suicide at their jungle set- 
tlement 240 kilometers to the 
northwest. 

Prosecutor Carlton Weithers 
said he accepted as fact Jones’s 
contention that he was not in 
the building at the time_pf the 
murder. 

But Weithers maintained feat 
Jones had “procured, advised 
and commissioned” Beikman to 
murder fee Amos family, and 
said Jones’s dramatic court- 
room statement that he had 
committed fee murders bad to 
be taken into account. 

Jones made feat statement 
while being questioned as a 
prosecution witness in an ear- 
lier hearing for Beakman. 

Jones said after he was charg- 
ed feat he made fee remark 
because Weithers was “irri- 
tated.” 

“I am sure feat it was ob- 


vious to all that ) made fee 

statement in reaction to fee 
prosecutor's manner,” Jones 
said in a statement to police 
feat was introduced in fee 
hearing. 

A statement by Beikman, in- 
troduced Friday over strong 
defense objections, placed 
Beikman in fee bathroom where 
fee Amos family died.
